The amount of indemnity for each 
passenger lost. 

QUESTIONS OF CONCERN. 


Thus the German proposal wil! in- 
volve questions of direct concern to 
Great Britain.

The President hardly could con- 
sider such a suggestion in view of 
his statement to Germany that 
“American citizens act within their 
indisputable rights in taking thein 
ships and in traveling wherever their 
legitimate business calls them upon 
the high seas and exercise these rights 
in what should be the well justified 
confidence that their lives will not be 
endangered by acts done in clear vio- 
lation of universally acknowledged in- 
ternational obligations, and certainly 
in the confidence that their own gov- 
ernment will sustain them in the exer- 
cise of their rights.” 

From the discussion which now is 
regarded as certain to take place, 
some solution satisfactory to both na- 
tions, it is believed in diplomatic cir- 
cles, will be arrived at. At the same 
time. it does not follow that Germany 
will craw! on her stomach.

He would not com- 
ment on cable reports from Havana 
that the Cuban government and peo- 
ple would object to Dr. Dernberg’s 
presence there, in the light of his 
actions in this country.

“Western theater of war: Strong 
enemy troops since yesterday after- 
noon have been attacking north of 
Ypres our positions east of the canal 
at Steenstraete and Het Sas, with- 
out regard for their own losses. All 
attacks were repulsed. The battle at 
Steenstraete continues. 

“South of Lille the British made in- 
fantry attacks, after strong artillery 
preparations, which already nave been 
repulsed in most places: but fighting 
continues at one or two points. 
“Farther south, on both sides of 


the ridge: at Lorette Hills. and at 
Souchez and at Nevuville, north of Ar- 
ras, renewed French attacks broke 
dewn under our fire. The French 
suffered especially heavy losses in the 
Lorette Hills. 

“By an attack we took possession 
of a strong French vantage point ex- 
tending over a width of 600 meters 
and a depth of 200 meters, north of 
Suldhr Tourba, and held it not- 
withstanding three enemy counter-at- 
tacks during the night. in which our 
opponents suffered very heavy losses.

‘Two Bandits Terrorize Passengers and Crew of Train 
Inbound from Santa Ana and Force Reluctant Men

* and Many Valuables Taken.

Electric train inbound from Santa Ana 
to Los Angeles, at Clearwater, iate 
last night and took between $75 and 
$100 in cash and jewelry and valuables 
of unknogn value from the victims. 
They then jumped from the car and 
disappeared. Early this morning 
deputy sheriffs and Pacific Electric 
secret service men were scouring the 
vicinity for trace of the bandits. 
Though descriptions of the robbers 
were not concise, it is believed they are 
the “long and short” pair who have 
held up many street cars in this city 
during recent months. lt was de- 


clared shortly after midnight that a 
tangible clew had been found and ar- 
rests were expected. 

When one-car train No. 244 ap- 
propched a railway crossing at Clear- 
water, shortly after 11 pee Hare Con- 
ductor Homer Knight of Santa Ana, 
ran forward to signal his car across. 
Instantly both the robbers appeared 
out of the darkness and covered the 


car man. Bach held two revolvers. 
They took him to tle rear of the car 
and the smaller man, described as 
“the slim one,” climbed onto the car, 
commanding the women to remain 
seated and the men to get off the car. 

Though his words were harsh and 
he held two revolvers, the men were 
slow in complying. The larger, or 
“fat" robber had just taken $20 of 
Conductor Knight's own money and 
the day's feceipts. Seeing his com- 


panion was not stirring the male 
engerse, the fat one climbed onto the 
car and ordered the men off in no un- 
certain tefms, adding some jabs with 
his revolvers that considerably quick- 
ened action. 

This was not accomplished till. the 
robbers had tried to foree the con- 
ductor to put the off 
car and Mr. Knight 
though threatened, with 

When the exodus of men the 
women became hysterical, but quieted 
when they discovered the robbers 
would not molest them. No woman 
was robbed, though the men were 
gone over twice. 

One man, who said he lives in Po- 
mona, but would not give his name, 
balked during the exodus, and though 
he tumbled off the front of the car 
with the other male passengers, he 
instamily took to his heels and fied 
along the right of way. The robbers 
shouted after him but made no at- 
tempt to shoot. He disappeared. 

Some time later when the robbery 
was over, he bdarded the car at a 
distant crossing, bathed in perspir- 
ation but proudiy exhibiting $250 in 
cash his run had saved. 

While the men passeneger were be- 
ing robbed Conductor Kiaight was al- 
lowed to board the car. Inside he had 
a hand grip that.contained a ed 
revolver. 

An elderly woman, seated near him, 
saw the action and cried out Pbys- 
tericaliy, “Oh. don't shoot! Don't 
shoot!” The robbers whirled and Mr. 
Knight and bis revolver promptly 
disappeared from the range of fire. 

Then the rs were herded 
back onto the car and it was ordered 
to proceed, the robbers jumped away, 
disappearing in the dark.

During the Past Five Years and 

Mines Have to Go Deeper. 

[Pittsburgh Gazette Times:] The 
production of tungsten ores in the 
United States during 1914 is estimated 
as equivalent to about $90 short tons 
carrying 60 per cent. of tungsten 
trioxide (WO3,) according to prelim- 
inary figures collected by Frank Il. 
Hess of the United States Geological 
Survey, which are thought to be ac- 
curate within 5 per cent. This out- 
put is the smaliest since 1908, when 
only 671 tons was produced. in 1913 
the production was 1537 tons, of 
which 953 tons was ferberite from the 
Boulder field in Colorado, a quantity 
almost equal to that of the whole 
country in 1914, but the production of 
the Boulder Geld in 1914 was only 
466 tons. 

Prices ranged from $6.50 to 89 a 
“unit" (that is. seo much a short ton, 
for each per cent. of tungsten tri- 
oxide.) depending on the quality and 
quantity of the ore and the urgency: 
of the buyers’ and sellers needs. 

Of the various tungsten minerals 


was scheelite, from the Atolia district, 
in the Mohave Desert, California. A 
little scheelite was also mined in the 
Deep (reek Mountains, Utah. Small 
quantities of both wolframite and 
subnerite were shipped from Arizona, 
and hubnerite was produced on Pat- 
terson Creek, in the Blue Wing dis- 
trict. Idaho. Some wolframite wags 
produced near Penasco, N. M., and in 
the Clark Mountain distfict, hear 
Ivanpah, Cal. 

The more easily mined tungsten 
ores which lie close to the surface 
are now largely worked out in the 
older districts, and mining is thus 
becoming more difficult and expen- 
sive: this ite especially hard on the 
small operator. 

The BDuropean war disturbed tunge- 
sten mining, as it did most other lines 
of business, and has had much to do 
with the reduced output, but the im- 
ports of ore, tungsten, and ferrotung- 
sten. ag shown by the @gures collected 
by the Bureau of Foreign and Domes- 
tic Commerce, have been affected even 
more. During the year 267 tone of 
ore, valued at $139,697, were import- 
ed, against 401 tons, valued at $213,- 
122. in 1913. During 1913 661 tons 
of tungsten metal and 
valued at $835,212, were imported. I 


tons, valued at $219,506.

Enlistments are Not Sufficient. 

[Boston Tranacript: ] The London 
Daily Mail, in urging Great Britain 
to resort. to conscription, affords 
cumulative evidence that the volun- 
tary enlistment system is inadequate 
to the strain of such a war as is on 
at present. The Britons do not take 
kindly to even the suggestion of con- 
scription, and we may conclude that 
no London newspaper would urge its 
adoption until thoroughly satisfied 
that the last man obtainable by vol- 
unteering had been obtained. Facts 
and figures essential to measuring the 
military deficit of Great Britain, if 
there is one, are not accessible. The 
censorship is so unyielding that out- 
side the privileged inner circle there 
is no Englishman who can tell just 
the number of men the empire has in 
the field, or how far this total falis 
short of the requirement Kitchener 
has proposed. It may be that Great 
Britain has done better than critics 
realize, but so long as press and Par- 
liament are muzzied this consolation, 
if it exists, is denied to both. 

Assuming that the editor of the Mail 
knows what he is talking about, the 
Britons cannot face the unpleasant 
truth too soon. They have no time to 
lose, for it is plain that the critical 
struggle of the war is about to begin. 
The Mall, like some other British 
newspapers, finds precedent for con- 
acription in the course of the Union 
government during our Civil War. It 
urged that it is the duty of British 
statesmen to imitate Lincoln, who, 
when he saw the necessity of con- 
scription, acted promety on his per- 
ception. The Mall's advice is good, but 
it must not expect great and conclu- 
sive results to follow from its adop- 
tion. The grand total of the Union 
army increased, but very slowly, un- 
der conscription. which was put into 
operation in the summer of 1863. Jan- 
vuary.1, 1863, the grand total of the 
Union army was 9$18,191.: January 1, 
1864, it was 860,737; January 1, 1865, 
it was $59,460, and May 1, 1865, 
1,000,616. Conscription simply served

Ida St. Leon is Real Thing 
at the Burbank. 


“Polly of Circus” Amuses, but 
Needs Revising. 


Work of Actors in Piece Very 
Satisfying. 


BY HENRY CHRISTEEN WARNACK 


Much ie to be said for and against 
“Polly of the Circus,” Margaret 
Mayors old success, revived at the 
Burbank yesterday afternoon. It is 
nota drama. Perhaps, even, it ls not 
a play of any sort. But it is an en- 
tertaining story with some amusing 
situations and an appeal to the senti- 
ment. 

To read it you would never think 
it could be acted and to see it you 
would not expect it to make much of 
a book, but it is both readable and 
actable—in the hands of the right 
people. 

A minister takes an injured circus 
rider into the parsonage and with the 
help of a good old black mammy who 
is his housekeeper and the services of 
the village doctor, nurses her back to 
health. The attractive little lady 
stays there for eleven months before 
the gossip of the picus and impious 
— her back to pink tights and saw- 

ust. 

The girl has a sort of circus god- 
father who admits to the preacher 
that she is unhappy. Then follows 
an interesting but highly improbable 
scene with one of his church deacons 
and another with the girl herself itn 
which she does noting but faint while 
riding bareback in the glare of the 
kerosene. Finally the young woman 
finds herself in the pastor’s arms, after 
he has been depastorized, and promises 
to be hia wife, and a rather out-of-date 
tableau shows us the circus taking to 
the highway instead of having itself 
properly loaded into a modern train. 

That is the trouble with “Polly of 
the Circus” all through. It is sadly 
in need of having itself speeded up. 
It would have been a most appro- 
priate melodrama fifty years ago. 

It is interesting to see what a change 
Forrest Stanley as a preacher could 
make in a circus girl in only eleven 
months and this is quite enough to 


not at the head of the young lady's 
finishing school. Stanley was never 
more charming than in meeting the 
requirements of this rather dispro- 
portionate role. 

In most respects Miss Ida St. Leon 
is amazingly satisfactory as Polly, the 
She achieves the startling 


feat of turning some astonishing hand- 
«prings upon the parsonage lawn to 
tu. very genuine delight of some nice 
-n, who take an engaging ad- 
vantage of the child labor laws for 
the entertainment of the public. She 
rides a beautiful horse in the circus 
scene, and thié entire and difficult 
spectaciec is given with considerable 
satisfaction. Misa St. Leon hag really 
been a circus rider and has no trouble 
in creating and sustaining the 
atmosphere of her part. 

She might very well place additional 
emphasis on the emotional lines of 
her role, but nothing could be more 
winsome than her own piquant per- 
sonality in the remainder of her work. 
Without her sunny presence and her 
perfect understanding of Polly, the 
show would be very flat, indeed, after 
the delightful and competent women 
we have enjoyed at the Burbank dur- 
ing the last few productions there. 

Seldom does one enjoy a more 
finished bit of work than James K. 
Applebee's Uncle Toby, a clown, or 
that of Mr. Rand and Miss Elliott as 
the colored Louls Bennison, 
in the role of Big Jim, the boss can- 
vasman, is a huge satisfaction and 
James Corrigan is excellent as the 
gruff Puritan deacon who always ex- 
ists In plays, but who hag no existence 
outside of the theaters. 

Any time a playwright finds a 
chance to ridicule a lack of charity 
on the part of some church people 
he hastens to embrace his opportunity 
and the audience rushes to his at- 
sistance, but neither the playwright 
nor the people really meet with any 
more hypocrisy or narrow-mindedness 
in the church than outside of it. 

There is nothing 
maker of a play from imagining any 
kind of a deacon he desires and he 
never, by any chance, wishes to make 
a good one. The modern pastor sel- 
dom takes this severe and prejudiced 
view of the stage, but then he has 
not the same necessity for providing 
humorous situations at somebody 
else's expense. 

It is not that one might not mee 
such conditions in religious communl- 
ties, but it is to be remembered that 
one also meets them everywhere else. 
Human nature averages just about the 
same in nearly all circles. 

“Polly of the Circus” really does 
not begin until the second scene of 
the first act which would make an 
excellent curtain. Of course, the sec- 
ond scene could not exist without 
some sort of explanation, but as it 
now stands the prelude leaves one 
with a very unfinished feeling.

Babylonians were Superstitious, 

[London Times:] In 2 lecture on 
“Burial Customs tn Mesopotamia aad 
Egypt” Dr. L. W. King, F.S.A.. 
the spirit which animated the Egyp- 
tlans in their varied and changing 
practices toward the dead was based 
on affection and reverence, but the 
Babylonian, In the main, was prompt- 
ed by fear. The Babylonians were 
probably more spook-ridden than any 
other nation of antiquity, and thelr 
magical texts made it clear that the 
most terrible class of spirits were the 
ghosts of the dead who for some 
reason had been unable to enter the 
underworld, driven by hunger and 
thirst, such a ghost might ream about 
and fasten on any one with whom 
it had had relations in this life, and 
it would plague him untill he per- 
formed the rites that could give it 
peace. It was mainiy to lay the 
ghost and prevent it from “haunt- 
ing” that the Babylonians were scrup- 
ulous in performing the due burtel 
rites.

Tyroler, chief surgeon of the 
Santa Fe Hospital. Dr. O'Neill 
stated last night the babies un- 
doubtedly died by poisoning. 
Dr. Frost declared the little 
girls were killed by an irritat- 
ing poison, probably an alka- 
loid,

East Sixty-ninth-street Mystery Develops Sharp Clash 
Between Five Attending Physicians and the Coroner. 
Latter Criticised for Superficial Investigation — Girl 
Watches for Suspect with Shotgun. og 


TATEMENTS from attending phy- 
S siclans positively affirming that 

death was due to poisoning, the 
fact that the two babies could have 
eaten the poison only in the yard of 
their home at No, 350 East Sixty- 
ninth street, and the finding of curious 
Pink lozenges by three boys, who fol- 
lowed the mysterious stranger seen 
throwing pellets on the lawns of the 
vicinity, were the new developments 
yesterday in the investigation of the 
tragic deaths of Doris Grace, 3 years 
old, and Florence Edna, 20 months, 
daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Hamlett. This investigation was be- 


gun by Detectives Taylor and Cum- 
mings of the University Station, and 
the Board of Health, following the 
exclusive publication of the facts in 
The Times yesterday morning. Mean- 
time a vigorous search is being made 
for a mysterious middle-aged man, 
said to be responsibie for the deaths 
of many dogs in that locality during 
the past few months. 
CURSORY ANALYSIS. 


Requested by the family physician 
and his associates to make a thorough 
chemical analysis of the stomach, 
lungs and kidneys of the two bebies, 
the Coroner's office contented itself 
with ordering a test made of the 
20-months-old baby for signs of mer- 
cury and arsenic. No trace of these 
two poisons were found. No further 
analysis will be made, according to 
Coroner Hartwell. Both Dr. O'Neill 
and Dr. Frost stated last night that 
feath might have come as the result 
o an alkaloid poison, which would 
not * found tn a test such as con- 
ductea .y the Coroner. A few of the 
poisons that might have been con- 
tained In whatever the children ate 
are strychnine, chioral., polsonous 
Plants of many varieties, morphia, 
trional, digitalis, lauidanum and 
chioredyne, as well as a large num- 
ber of mineral polsons different from 
the two tested for. such as cyanide, 
lead, copper, zinc, etc. Both physicians 
were disappointed last night because 
the analysis had not been more 
thorough., 

Mr. Hamlett, the bereaved father, 
demonstrated yesterday the impossi- 


bility of poison being any place but in 
the yard of his residence. 

“My wife and I would have suffered 
if the poison had been in the food,” 
he sald. “We have no vegetable in 
our garden near the lawn that needs 
a disinfectant. And the small store 
of medicines we keep on hand were 
always kept well out of the reach 
of our poor little babies. 

“They were both well and hearty 
that Sunday mofning.. My wife had 
been traveling with them for some 
time, but the journey never had any 
effect on them.”

Thousands of young men 
and boys are contributing to the for- 
eign work fund. thereby becoming 
familiar with the foreign work pro- 
gramme of Christianity and insuring 
to the church an intelligent constitu- 
ency for the support of the foreign 


“The association has remained loyal 
to its fundamental principal, namely: 
That the development of the man, 
physically, intellictually and spirit- 
ually is pre-eminentiy the work of 
Christians.”’ 


The constructive element of the 
work of the Y.M.C.A. was emphasized 
by J. W. Hopkins, genera! secretary 
of the Toronto Y.M.C.A., yesterday 
evening at the West Adams Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He declared that 
the creating of high ideals, the pre- 


sentation of them in a tentative form 


with the means for their attainment 
are among the great purposes of the 
association. 

“The Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation appeals most strongly to grow- 
ing manhood,” Mr. Hopkins said. 
“Through its varied and carefully- 
planned agencies it contributes to the 
building up of a strong, well-rounded 
character.” 

Five important considerations con- 
nected with the construction of a 
building were used to illustrate the 
fundathenta! principies underlying 
the work.of this great brotherhood: 
(1. Theearchitect’s plan. The 
Divin’ purpose and plan for each life. 
(2.) The foundation. Life to stand 
the test must be built firm and strong. 
The foundation of a life must be in- 
destructable. 

(3.) The materials. No man can 
build well and be careless regarding 
the materials out of which he is to 
construct his life. \ 

(4) The cost. What shal) it profit 
aman though he puts cheap materia] 
into his house and it falls. The ilfe 
that lasts costs—but it is the only 
life that pays. 

(6.) Utility. If life be a build- 
ing. to what purpose shal! it be dedi- 
cated? 

“In order that it may attain unto 
lits highest influence and power life 
must not be self-contained,” the 
speaker continued. “It must be al- 
truistic in purpose. It must be Chris- 
tian in spirit. It must give back to 
those who are weak the strength it 
has received, for it is only in giv- 
ing up life that true life can be found. 
To follow the Divine plan, linking the 
life to God; building as He directs, 
laying the foundation of life deep and 
strong on the very rock of security, 
incorporating into life materials of 
honesty. genuineness and  truth— 
these are the great purposes of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, 
not only in this city, but in its world 
Programme for the men of all lands. 
“In all of this the Young Men's 
Christian Association has been shown 
to be the church of Christ, operating 
seven days a week In a speciatized 
work with men and boys: supple-

J. M. Artman, member of the fac- 
ulty of the Chicago Trainisg School 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation, spoke at the Magnolia Chrig- 
tian Chureh yesterday evening on 
“The Time for Statesmanship in Re- 
ligion.” 

“Weare living in an age of great 
things,” said Mr. Artman. “We have 
great discoveries, great inventions, 
business and commercial operations 
on a world-wide scale. The world is 
one vast community and no man can 
live unto himself. 

“New York and Los Angeles hear 
one another's voices over the tele- 
phone. China and the United States 
are next\door neighbors. Our great 
commercial life is organized in an 
intangible, impersonal way, so that 
employer and employee come little 
together. This makes a new prob- 
lem for religion. 

“It is no longer a matter of con- 
trolling the individual man, but the 
individual must be so contralled that 
hie dally behaviour, because of his 
religion, adequately controls the 
great world-wide movements of to- 
day. Just as we have the corpora- 
tion-organized life, we must alse or- 
ganize deeply for religious control. 
This is necessary. for other types of 
control do not achieve the end that is 
necessary for the coming  civiliza- 
tion. 

“Man can live by passion or: im- 
mediate response to his desires. Many 
men do this, but never achieve real 
manhood. Others contro! themselves 
intellectually and control great move- 
ments in commerce and the business 
world, but their movements cannot 
be trusted as far de others are con- 
cerned. It is only the man who has 
so developed that he has taken the 
spirit of Christ into his life, so that 
controls his thinking and his move- 
ments toward the great end of 
Jesus's way of behavior. 

“Every institution t can posst- 
bly help in the organization of our 
life for Christian behavior must to- 
day be up and doing. Chief among 
these institutions is the home, next 
eomes the church, and next the in- 
stitutions that are helping out the 
home and the church. The Young 
Men's Christian Association is an or- 
ganization which has come to be, be- 
cause of the necessity of supplement- 
ing the home, the school and the 
church, in the present needs of so- 
ety. 
rhe Young Men's Christian 
sociation does not look upon itself 
as an inetitution as such, but a move- 
ment whose central purpose its the

A dozen 
Imperial Valley farmers, for instance, 
would as members of the Western Canta 
loupe Exchange route a trainload of melons 
for Kansas City, Chicago and New York. 
While en route telegraphic advices would 
inform the shippers that melons were plen- 
tifal and cheap in Kansas City and New 
York, but scarce in Cincinnati and Phila- 
Gelphia. Accordingly, the destination of the 
shipment would be altered so as to send the | 
Kansas City consignment to Cincinnati and 
the New York consignment to Philadelphia.

that the employers should not get full value 
out of them.” This was one of the causes 
which led the Asquith government to pass 
an act providing for government control 
factories which are producing war material. 

It is an undoubted fact that for a time | 
Britishers were siow in recruiting. But 
there came a period when there were more. 
men offering than could be armed. That 
was the time when the workmen were first | 
asked to speed up, and that also was the 
time when the unpatriotic among them | 
chose to When the first shot in the 
‘war was the number of rifles in the 
United Kingdom was only 1,000,000. By the 
time 3,000,000 men bad volunteered the gov- 
ernment required 2,000,000 more firearms.

mous Socialist, H. G. Wells, makes tenta- 
tive confession to a conversion to tariff 
protection. He admits that he has hitherto 
ardently advocated free trade and has con- 
sistently opposed protection fin England. 

But now he recognizes that industry will 
need the fullest assistance and encourage- 
ment from the state after the war and it 
would be absurd to repudiate the idea that 
imports and exports must be suitably con-. 
trolled. 

“I am certain that in this new view of 
protection I do not think alone. A situa 
tion has arisen in which the immediate 
adoption of protection is essential to our 
national wealth and security.” 

This, then, is admittedly the way to en- 
courage home industries, to restore the 
country to prosperity after a devastating 
war. Why, therefore, should it not be a 
perfectly good method of maintaining that 
prosperity, continuing to encourage those 
home industries, without the shock of a war 
to bring it to our understanding. 

H. G. Wells is an intellectual Socialist 
and he has the sense to acknowledge the 
light. He realizes that we cannot have it 
both ways, high wages and cheap living. 
He perceives that while free trade may en- 
able a man to buy a loaf for 4 cents, it de- 
prives him of the means to earn the 4 cents 
to buy it with. Protection means a slightly

HE latest exhibition of German “fright- 

fulness” in waging war puts the Amer- 

ican people to the test. Are we sane 
enough, strong enough to look the situation 
calmly in the face and highly resolve to 
safeguard the civilization of which we have 
become almost the sole trustees, or shall 
we give way to the passion which the Ger- 

outrage has provoked and join in the 

ness which has all but wrecked that 
civilization’? There can be only one answer 
to that question. We shall not go to war 
over the destruction of the Lusitania, with 
all its precious freight of human life, not 
to avenge the slaughter of our fellow- 
citizens, not to vindicate neutral rights, not 
even to save the sacred body of interna- 
tional law which is daily being outraged. 
We shall not become partners in the de 
struction of the civilization which we have, 
through half a century of peaceful striving, 
aided in building up. 

And this is not because we see any justl- 
fication for the act in question. There is 
no warrant for it, either in international 
law or in the practice of civilized nations. 
If, as the German government asserts was 
the case, the Lusitania had been in fact a 
converted cruiser, her destruction with 
those on board, while still an act of barba- 
rism, would have had a technical justifica- 
tion in international law. Even neutrals 
may lawfully be required to accept the con- 
sequences of traveling in a ship of war. 

But the Lusitania was not a ship of war, 
but a peaceful merchant vessel, and the ut- 
most risk which, under the rules of inter- 
national law, her passengers assumed was 
the danger of having their voyage inter- 
rupted in case she should be taken as a 
. prize. The ship was, indeed, liable to cap- 

ture and probably to destruction, but the 
crew and passengers, being nonbelliger- 
ents, were ¢learly entitled to be taken off in 
safety. 

On this point there can be no honest dif- 
ference of opinion. The rule that “before a 
prize is;|burned or sunk the captor is bound 
to provide for the safety of all persons on 
board” is asserted by all authorities on 
international law and this has been the in- 
variable practice of all civilized nations in 
modern times. Nor can it make any differ. 
ence that the ship was conveying contra- 
band of war. Whatever the nature of the 
cargo the ship, being an enemy vessel, was 
liable to capture or destruction, and the per- 
sons on board, whether enemy subjects or 
neutrals, were immune from capture or de 
struction. 

But, say the German apologists, Great 
Britain is niaking war on the innocent pop- 
ulation of Germany by her blockade, a war 
of starvation,g@nd the imperial government 
is merely retaliating by making war as best 
it can on the English people. Even if we 
should admit this argument as a ground for 
repudiating the settled prigciples of inter. 
national law as between Delligerents—prin- 
ciples settled on grounds of humanity and 
civilization—it is obvious that it can have 
no bearing on the rights of neutrals. The 
right of reprisal, the lex talionis, is indeed 
in some sort recognized in international 
law. If the Germans use poisonous gases 
in the trench warfare in Flanders, the allied 
armies may also resort to the same hellish 
mode of destroying the enemy. If the 
French use dumdum bullets against the 
Germans the latter may employ them 
against the French. But for Germany to 
assert that her right of reprisal against 
Great Britain, if it exists at all, justifies her 
in taking the lives of the citizens of neutral 
powers is sheer madness—the madness of 
desperation. That such a claim will be 
allowed, that such practices will be toler- 
ated, is inconceivable. 


But our own share in the tragedy must 
not blind us to the fact that the blow has 
fallen on the citizens of other neutral pow- 
ere as well, and most heavily and with 
equal injustice and inhumanity on English- 
men, women and children. This is not the 
first, nor is it likely to be the last, of Ger- 
many’'s reprisals in which innocent and neu- 
tral lives will be offered up. Is not our 
duty clear? Our government, on the first 
proclamation of Germany's piratical de- 
signs, notified her that we should hold the 


peaceful solution of an intolerable situation, 
to reexamine and, so far as possible, to 
readjust to modern conditions the rules of 
international law, might well succeed in 
finding a way out of the impasse into which 
the war as now waged has brought the 
world. And if the worst should come to the 
worst, if Germany cannot by any means of 
conciliations be led to abandon her iliggal 
and barbarous methods of carrying on the 
war, the neutral nations, acting in concert, 
will find other means than that of war— 
means more effective than war—of bringing 
| her to terms. A sentence of outlawry, an 
international boycott, involving the cutting 
of all communications and the severance of 
all relations, commercial and other, with 
the offending nation might as a last resort 
be employed. She would then learn that 
the public opinion of the civilized world is 
still a force to be reckoned with.

PRICES SOARING. 


American Relates How Many 
are Starving. 


Wilson’s Representative Gets 
Out Somehow. 


It is Hard to Send Letters to 
United States. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

SAN BERNARDINO, May 16.— 
More evidence that people are starv- 
ing in Mexico and especially in Mexico 
City and that conditions are daily 
becoming worse is contained in a let- 
ter received here by W. A. Halstead, 
formerly superintendent of terminals 
for the National Rallways of Mexico 
and later military trainmaster under 
Gen. Funston at Vera Cruz, from W. 
Cc. Bradley, now at Mexico City, but 
formerly division superintendent of 
the aNtional Railways at Mixcoac. 

Bradley's home is at Glendale. where 
he has a wife and several children. 
Bradley writes that he will get out 
as soon as possible, but cannot do so 
now because of finances. Food prices 
are soaring. flour is $80 per 100 
pounds and advancing and other ne- 
cessities are correspondingly out of 
reach. Americans are suffering and 
unable to get out of the country. 

“People are staving 4nd matters are 
growing worse,” says Bradley, “and 
in a few weeks I don't see what poor 
people are to do. Flour today is $90 
for a sack of forty-six kilos or about 
100 pounds, lard $2 a kilo, potatoes 
75 cents a kilo, cornmeal $1.40 a kilo, 
butter $2.50 a pound and corn 45 
cents for a measure that holds about 
a liter (a little more than a pint.) A 
emall tomato sells for 10 to 15 centa, 
a small muskmelon $1.25 to $2 and. 
small native oranges at 35 cents each.”

STUDENT FIGHTS 
HOLD-UP MEN. 
GAGGED AND LEFT SENSELESS 


HE LAYS UNCONSCIOUS 
UNTIL DAYLIGHT. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
WHITTIER, May 16.-——-The most 
sensational hold-up that has occurred 


in Whittier in many months was 
pulled off right ‘In the best residence 
section of the city at 1 o'clock this 
morning with Olin Armstrong as the 
victim. After the hold-up men had 
robbed their victim they left him 
gagged and unconscious within two 
blocks of his home, and there he lay 
until about 6 o'clock this morning 
when he regained consciousness and 
made his way home, half dazed. 
Armstrong is about 22 years old, 
is @ student in Throop Institute, Pasa- 
dena, and makes his home with Mr. 
and Mrs. Peter L. Binford, No. 336 
North Painter avenue. He is a son 
of Mrs. Binford. Last year he at- 
tended Whittier College, where he re- 
ceived some athietic training that en- 
abled him to give a good account of 
himself in his encounter with the 
vicious characters who attacked him. 
Armstrong arrived in Whittier on 
the Los Angeles car that leaves the 
city at midnight. At the corner of 
North Painter avenue and Hadley 
street he was approached by a man 
who asked the way to the hospital. 
Almost instantly another man jumped 


from a near-by hedge, grabbed his 
arms and pinioned him. He was then 
gagged and marched a half-block east, 
where, noting a favorable opportunity, 
he made a desperate attack on his 
assailants. In the melee he was struck 
twice with a knife, and succeeded in

N EMBARGO on the shipment 
of arms from the United States 
to thy European beliigerents 

was advocated yesterday by Dr. John 
Balcom Shaw, who preached at the 
Immanuel Presbyterian Church on 
“After the Lusitania Disaster, is 
American Neutrality Still Possible?” 

“This stupendous war, as many 
foresaw from the beginning, is more 
and more involving the interests and 
well being of our nation,” he said. 
“We may, and I doubt not should, 
continue to be neutral, but even then 
the gravest responsibility will lie up- 
on us, and that responsibility has been 
made more grave and pressing by the 
recent sinking of the Lusitania, That 


Germany was only carrying out the 
naval policy she advanced last Feb- 
ruary and that specific warning was! 
given in this particular case, is all 
true; but her course so contravened 
the law of humanity that our Presi- 
dent ig now pursuing the only policy 
that a civilized nation could follow 
under the circumstances. Should 
Germany. refuse compliance with our 
demands, we shall be justified in giv- 
ing the German Ambassador his pass- 
ports and refusing to continue diplo- 
matic relations with a country that 
could so flagrantly violate the law of 
humanity. We owe that much to the 
cause of morality and mercy, and it ts 
the very least we can do, if we would 
preserve our own respect, to say 
nothing of the respect of humane 
people throughout the world, or if we 
would continue to enjoy the favoring 
smile of God upon us as a nation. 
“Having done this much, we should 
continue to preserve the strictest neu- 
trality. I would go so far as to favor 
the placing of an embargo upon all 
ammunition and other ma- 
terials for war, for how can we be 
strictly neutral {if we are contributing 
even commercially to the strengthen- 
ing or the maintenance of any of the 
belligerent powers? If we adopt such 
a policy, then when the war is over, 
we shall be tn a position to serve the 
nations that have been depleted and 
devastated by the ravages of battle, 
and shall have the full confidence of 
all. Great will be our opportunity 
then and our good offices will greatly 
help to put Europe on a higher moral, 
governmental and spiritual basis than 
any she has hitherto occupied. 

“In the meanwhile, opportunities 
for relieving suffering, for kindly and 
practical sympathy, and for evange- 
listic ministry to the soldiers of all 
the warring powers are more and 
more opening to us and should be 
eagerly embraced. Never has Ameri- 
ca been tn such a position to biess 
the world as at present and may the 
God of Nations help ua to rise to so 
lofty a point of national privilege and 
usefulness.”

On the way to an annual Y.M.C.A.

Mr. Francis began his address with 
@ brief history of the beginning of 
the European war. He said one must 
be familiar with the history of Europe 
@ince the time of Napoleon to under- 
stand the present war situation. 

“I do not wish to be regarded as 
too strongly partisan,” said the min- 
ister, “but there is not a nation en- 
Saged in the war that has clean 
skirts. The frank diplomacy of the 
United States is a startling revelation 
to the governments of Europe, which 
are used to intrigue and secrecy in 
Giplomacy. 

“I ean understand why s0 many 
persons sailed on board the Lusitania 
tin the face of the printed warnings 
of Germany's representatives in 
America. They did not dream, nor 
@id I dream, that there was a civilized 
mation on the face of the globe that 
would cause a ship, carrying 1000 
women and children, to be torpedoed. 
Half-heathen Japan would not do 
such a thing. If an officer of the 
United States should commit such an 
act he would be court-martialed and 
shot. Germany is the only nation 
that would commit such a crime 
against humanity. 

“Tonight we are thinking of Froh- 
man, Vanderbilt, Hubbard and the 
hundreds of others who went down 
with the ship. The world lost much 
when their lives went out. When I 
think of Frohman I think of the his- 
tery and development of the stage in 
America. 

“Fifty years ago actors were little 
better than vagabonds. Frohman had 
an important part in elevating and 
Gignifying the stage. For this work 
he deserves the gratitude of people 
everywhere. I cannot speak of this 
man’s private life, because I know 
nothing about it, but all of us are 
aware of his distinguished public 
service, which made him the greatest 
theatrical manager itn the world. 

“Bome of Frohman’'s friends are in 
this audience tonight. Our hearts co, 
out in sympathy with them. The pass- 
ing of Frohman, Hubbard and Vander- 
bilt reminds us of the enormous fact 
that when we go we will be remem- 
bered by what we have done.”
